LABOR ‘EASY WIN’ IN VICTORIA ELECTION 
BKO41006 Melbourne Overseas Service in English 0830 GMT 4 Apr 82 


[Text] The Labor Party has had an easy win in the Vic*orian State election 
ending 2/ years of liberal party government. There was astatewide swing of about 
>.5 percent to the Labor Party, well over the 2 percent it needed to win 

office. 


At the close of counting last night, the Labor Party had definitely won 
10 seats from the liberals and may gain up to 15 (?when all the votes are 
counted). Of the 81 seats in the lower house of State Parliament, labor 
has 43 and the liberals 17. The National Party has 8, and 13 seats were 
in doubt. 


Four liberal ministers, including the deputy premier, Mr (Botwick), lost 
their seats along with the speaker of the lower house and the secretary 
de cabinet. 


The new premier of Victoria will be a 48-year-old lawyer, Mr John Cain. 
His father led the last labor state government. 


In a brief comment on the liberal party's defeat in the election, the prime 
minister, Mr Fraser said, it would now be more important than ever for the 
federal government to provide stable government in the interests of all 
Australians. 


The liberal party is the senior partner in the federation coalition with the 
National Party. 


The federal leader of the labor party, Mr Hayden, has described the Victorian 
election result as magnificent. Mr Hayden said the election was largely fought 
on state issues but the federal government and its policies had exerted sub- 
tantial influence on the result. 


A former liberal party member of federal cabinet, Mr Peacock, has said that 
speculation in the media over the federal leadership of the party has hindered 
the Liberal chances in the Victoria election. Speakin on a commercial tele- 
vision program, Mr Peacock added that the election result showed that people 
did not regard the liberals as the party of economic growth and social change, 
and he warned that several Victorian federal liberal seats would be in great 
danger at the next federal election.

EEC SUGAR POLICY--Australia and a mimber of other major sugar exporting 
countries have launched a new attempt to change European Economic Community 
policy on subsidizing sugar exports. They sent a letter to the EEC's 
executive commission asking for formal consultations under the general 
agreement on tariffs and trade, or GATT. Radio Australia's European corres- 
pondent, Malcolm Downing, said an earlier long-running GATT case by 
Australia and Brazil against the EEC has just ended with the European 
Community blocking further investigations. Downing says it was estimated 
recently that the EEC sugar dumping was costing Australia up to $115 million 
a year. The overall cost to all sugar exporting countries was estimated 

at between U.S.$500 and U.S.$800 million annually. Downing says the 
previous GATT case against the EEC covered the community's export policy 

up to 1978, but the new complaint covers the past 3 years. He says that 
during this period, the EEC share of the world market has increased even 
further due to its generous subsidies policy. [Text] [BK041009 Melbourne

BHAMO, MONG NGEN FIGHTING--On 16 January, a joint unit from the People's 
Army and the Kachin Independence Army [KIA] attacked the military 
government's mercenary lst Kachin Rifles Regiment at (Thayanlwin) in 
Bhamo District.

FRENCH ENVOY'S FACT-FINDING MISSION REPORTED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 16 Feb 82 pp 1, 12 


[Text] Regis Debray, the Eench president's personal envoy, who arrived in 
Jakarta at night on 13 February, left Indonesia Mouday afternoon for Kuala 
Lumpur. President Francois Mitterrani's personal foreign affairs adviser 
came to gather information on the Indochinese refugee problex. 


Monday morning Debray was received by Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar 
Kusumaatmadja at the Department of Foreign Affairs. But the famous French 
novelist and philosopher immediately entered the car upon exiting from 
the conference room. Debray was accompanied by the French ambassador to 
Indonesia, Dimitri de Savitski, while Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar 
wa~ accompanied by European Director Soelarto. 


After the talks, Soelarto said that the meeting was a very much in-depth 
exchange of views between the two parties, especially concerning the 
Kampuchean question. “The main consideration was that the Kampuchean 
question was the one considered to be useful for Indonesia and France," 
Soelarto said, “and only that problem was discussed at the meeting, which 
continued for 1 and 1/2 hours." 


Meanwhile at Halim Perdanakusuma Airport's VIP room, Regis Debray stated 

to KOMPAS Monday afternoon that because he was*the French president's 
official envoy to gather information on the refugee problem, and because 
coming to Indonesia was a personal visit and he was not officially a guest 
of the Indonesian government, he was unable to answer questions, as desired. 


But when preased by KOMPAS reporters, the left-oriented intellect wich the 
thick mustache and dark jacket said he agreed with the view of Calude 
Estier (head of the French parliamentary missior which left Jakarts 6 
February), who said that Indonesia was the key country in Southeast Asia. 


In reaction to a question on existing ideological differences among 
Southeast Asian countries, Debray said it was very difficult to respond 
"because of my present position.” 








But he seid that his idesaliem concerning the struggle to build socialisn 
had changed after seeing the socialist victory in France in the general 
election. And he no longer espouses 4 system of armed struggle as he once 
did in Latin America. 


Before leaving the VIP room for the Malaysian airlines plane at 1800 hours, 
Regis Debray denied that he once made a declaration stating that France 
must become the third world power after the United States and the Soviet 
Union. “I never made that declaration. No matter what you heard, that 

is nothing but a fabrication. It is totally ungrounded." 


Sut when KOMPAS convinced him by naming several French media which had 
reported it, finally Regis Debrey drew a long breath and said, “That as 
only a misinterpretation which was made by a Danish paper in an interview 
with me before 10 May 1981." He added that it was neither the time nor 
the place to discuss it at length. By "10 May” Debray meant the day 
Mitterrand was elected as the French president. 


Meanwhile, a French diplomat whom KOMPAS contacted said that the Cebray- 
Mochtar meeting not only discussed the question of refugees, but also the 
matter of Kampuchea, Vietnam and the situation in the entire Southeast 
Asian region. Essentially, there was an exchange of information between 
the two countries, the French diplomat said. Debray, besides meeting with 
Mochtar, also met Lt Gen Benny Moerdani, deputy chief of Bakin 
[Intelligence Coordinating Board], and was invited by CSIS [Center for 
Strategic and International Studies] to explain France's current position. 


According to plan, from Malaysia's Bidong Island Debray will continue his 
trip to Thailand, Vietnam and finally India. In India he will see the 
refugees who fled from Afghanistan, as he had done in his frist visit to 
Pakistan several days ago.

SOEDOMOD PROHIBITS PUBLICATION OF WAGE 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 17 Feb 82 p 12 


[Excerpts!) Adm Soedomo, commander of the Operations Command for the 
Restoration of Security and Order, has prohibited the publication of wage 
increase percentages for labor, which were soon to have been publicized 
by FBSI [All-Indonesia Labor Federation]. The prohibition'’s intent is to 
prevent the emergence of feelings of dissatisfaction and all kinds of 
interpretations among labor circles themselves. The reason is that each 
company's capability is different, and the weak companies cannot possibly 
be forced to raise wages like the strong ones. 


A decision to raise wages, accordint to Soedomo, is to be conveyed 
directely to the company concerned, and, in this regard, the government 
will lend assistance. “Essentially, what is important is tiiat we reach 
our objective," he said before the participants of Gongress I SBFK (Labor 
Association of Pharmacists and Chemists) FBSI at the Haji Building, 
Pondokgede, Jakarta, on Tuesday. 


According to Soedomo, a good company must be considerate of its workers’ 
well-being, because workers are the backbone of a company. Without concern 
for their lot, it is a foregone conclusion the company will not be able to 
increase its production. "For that reason, an adjustment of workers’ wages 
vis-a-vis the increase in the price of oil cannot be avoided. But certainly 
it should be an appropriate increase, in accordance with a company's 
capability,” he said. 


Meanwhile Agus Sudono, chairman of FBSI, said that the capability of the 
110,000 companies in Indonesia today differs from one company to another. 
“That is why the right figure must be sought and certainly one within 
suitable limits ae well. This is to avoid excessive demands, such as 

those which occurred in East Java recently, resulting in a strike. There 
were those who asked for a 50 percent raise, and workers from other companies 
asked for 60 percent,’ he said. 


In speaking about the problem of labor strikes, Adm Soedomo said that they 
are not consistent with the Pancasila [state ideology] labor philosophy 
which is now professed. According to this philosophy, the element of 
brotherly negotiation plays a role. “If this is held firmly, there won't 
be any strike," he said. 














Soedomo admitted that according to the ordinances, workers have the right 

to strike. "But these ordinances are wrong, no longer appropriate, because 
they are based on liberal thinking," he said. Pancasila labor, Soedomo said, 
has long been proclaimed. That is why he questions why strikes are still 
occurring, even increasing, according to the statistics that are available 
to him. There were 26 strikes in 1977 for pharmacists-chemists. The 
following year there were 60. There were 81 in 1979, 77 in 1980, and in 
1981 the figure jumped to 186. These figures do not yet take other 

workers into account. 


In the industrial sector, pharmacology-chemistry occupies the third 
position, under textiles and equipment/maintenance. According to area, 
West Java is the highest, followed by Jakarta Special Capital Region, East 
Java and other areas. There were 48,583 workers involved in strikes last 
year. Most of these strikes occurred because of wage demands. 


In order to avoid strikes, Soedomo said further, mutual understanding is 
needed between labor and management. Here management plays an important 
role, until labor unions can become company partners. 


Nevertheless, Soedomo warned that, in regard to labor strikes, management 
is the first, most responsible party. Perhaps management is not so good, 
not so responsible, or there are principles which have not been adhered to. 
"But labor also must adopt a course of deliberation. It is not necessary 
to strike. What is important is that the objective is reached," said 
Soedomo.

FUTILE EFFORTS TO CANCEL RICE IMPORTS REPORTED 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 12 Feb 82 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Indonesia and Thailand will renegotiate the contract signed in 
February, 1981 for the purchase of Thai rice. A Thai delegation will arrive 
in Jakarta next Saturday for the talks. According to the contract, 
Indonesia would purchase 300,000 tons of rice. 


After being received by President Soeharto at Bina Graha [Executive Building] 
Thursday, Bustanil Arifin, head of the Logistics Affairs Board (Bulog), said 
that in February, 1981 Indonesia bought about 650,000 tons of rice from 
Pakistan, Burma and Thailand, among other countries, because at that time 
there were no assurances of a large Indonesian harvest. 


Of that amount, Arifin said, 300,000 tons were imported by Indonesia in 
1981. The remaining 350,000 tons must arrive in 1982, because the contracts 
are signed and it is too late to change then. 


Arifin said that actually there were efforts to cancel the imports to 
Indonesia of the remaining 350,000 tons. But the exporting countries 
did not agree. 


The Bulog chief disclosed that at first the Thais said they were willing 
to delay the shipment of rice to Indonesia. But how long a delay there 
would be was not clarified. 


Further, Thailand made an offer for Indonesia to issue a letter of credit, 
whereby the Thais could draw on the money, while the rice could remain in 
Thailand at a monthly storage rate of $2.00 »er ton. 


On the other hand, Burma was totally unwilling to renegotiate its contract. 
At the time the rice was purchased in February, 1981, the price was quite 
high. But now it has dropped to about $100 per ton, said the Bulog chief. 


"So, rice imports this year are the remainder of 1981 purchases," he said. 
"Actually there have been no 1982 imports." 


Arifin confirmed that 10,000 tons of rice from Pakistan is currently being 
unloaded at Tanjung Priok harbor. That amount is the rest of the 50,000 
tons purchased in 1981. 














Domestic Stocks 


Bustanil Arifin also reported to President Soeharto on preparations for the 
stockpiling of domestic rice which is about to be harvested. With current 
stocks now totalling 2 million tons, future reserves will reach 2.5 million 
tons. 


Arifin said that in the first few months Bulog will buy more hulled rice. 
The reason is that the wet season will still be going on during this period, 
and it is not possible to store wet unhulled rice for a long time. 


In regard to these purchases of unhulled rice, President Soeharto suggested 
that the Bulog chief use the "silo" system for storage. A silo is a kind of 
tank made out of wood and used for storing unhulled rice. "It has been 
tried experimentally, but more in-depth studies are needed," said Arifin. 


Arifin said that [Bulog] woudl buy 50,000 tons in February, 150,000 tons in 
March, and 575,000 tons in April. In May the amount would begin to drop, 
with the purchase of 530,000 tons; in June, 380,000 tons; July, 350,000 
tons; August, 150,000 tons. Then in September only 40,000 tons would be 
bought, in November 20,000 tons, and so on. 


In regard to rice allowances for government employees and armed forces 
personnel, it is speculated that more than 100,000 tons [would be used] 
each month. For government employees and armed forces personnel assigned 
to isolated areas, the rice allowance is replaced by a cash grant. So 
said Bustanil Arifin, among other things.

EXPORT CREDIT MISUSE PROMPTS SAFEGUARD MEASURES

[Excerpts] Through the end of September, 1981, the accumulative value of 
defaulted loans at six state banks had reached 352 billion rupiahs. Of 
that sum, only 40 billion rupiahs has been collected. 


Rachmat Saleh, SE [economics degree], governor of Bank Indonesia, made 
this disclosure at a working meeting of parliament's national budget 
commission Wednesday evening at Bank Indonesia. Dre C. J. Simanjuntak 
presided at the meeting. 


According to Rachmat Saleh, the six banks with 352 billion rupiahs in bad 








debts are the Agricultural Development Bank, the State Bank of Indonesia 1946, 


the State Commercial Bank, the Indonesian Development Bank, the Indonesian 
People's Bank and the Indonesian Import-Export Bank. 


Only about 40 billion rupiahs or 11 percent has been collected of all the 
bad debts, meaning that 89 percent is still outstanding. The reason for 
this is either those loans are still in the process of being collected, or 
collateral securities are insufficient to cover the value of the defaulted 
loans. 


"If the collateral is a factory which is in trouble, then of course the 
prices of goods from that factory would be very low, possibly not even 
of comparable value to the defaulted loan," said Saleh, 


In regard to the question of export credits for non-oil commodities, 
Rachmat Saleh said that export credits at an interest rate of 6 percent 
constitute one of the types of wery inexpensive international credit, and 
for that reason, Bank Indonesia will try to see that the cheap credits are 
really used to increase exports. It was with that objective that Bank 
Indonesia decided upon various safeguard procedures. 


In addition to export credits at a 6 percent interest rate, there are also 
credits at 9 percent. Those at 9 percent are for strong export commodities, 
namely coffee beans, palm kernels, raw palm oil, palm kernel oil, logs, tea, 
shrimp and mining products. Apart from these, all others have a 6 percent 
interest rate imposed, so that very many commodities will obtain credit at 
that rate.

These export credits are given not only to exporters, but also producers of 
the export commodities. In order to provide export credits, handling banks 
will investigate the exporters and producers who want to request crecits, 
and even the bona fides of foreign buyers (importers) will be examined. 


According to the governor of Bank Indonesia, the handling banks generally 
are quite well acquainted with exporters or producers who become their 
customers, so they are aware of the kinds or even quantities of commodities 
which are exported. If it is evident in the request that the loan would 
be used to finance an amount of export commodities which far exceeds the 
usual amount, then the bank should be wary and not grant the loan without 
question. "For example, a firm which formerly exported only 10,000 tons 
suddenly asks for credit to export 100,000 tons. This would be seen to 

be illogical, and there would be a more thorough investigation," said 
Rachmat Saleh. 


Saleh said the export plan must be realistic. The loan applicant has to 
be able to show the commodities which are to be exported. If the applicant 
is exporting with a letter of credit system, he must present evidence of 
the letter of credit which was received. If he is using another systen, 
he has to be able to demonstrate whether there already is an export 
agreement (to cenduct trade with a foreign party). So that it cannot be 
cancelled unilaterally, the contract requirement with a foreign importer 
must be explicit. For that reason, the bank will also evaluate the foreign 
importers, in order to determine their bona fides. 


If a producer requests export credit, he must be able to prove that the 
goods produced are indeed truly for export. The producer must prove the 
existence of a contract with the exporter. Furthermore, it must be 
demonstrated that the exporter already has a contract to conduct trade 
with the foreign importer. If the producer also acts as the exporter, 
then he must possess a contract to conduct foreign trade. 


After partial credit is given, when credit is requested or drawn upon, the 
bank will evaluate the use of previuos credit. This is needed to examine 
whether previous credit was really for exports. Further, the exporter 
must send periodic reports to the bank concerning export operations. 
Likewise, the bank officer will always conduct investigations to see the 
production or the existing supply of goods for himself. 


Another method for preventing misuse of export credits is the imposition 
of penalties in the form of fines upon the producer who mishandles credit. 
An example of such misuse is where the export credit would be used to 
finance the production of goods which are marketed domestically. 


Producers who commit irregularities will be fined. The fine will be in 
the form of a requirement to pay a higher rate of interest than the interest 
on loans for working capital. Loans for working capital are intended for 
production of commodities for domestic markets at a 13.5 percent interest 
rate per year. Now if there is export credit misuse, the producer has to 
pay an interest rate, which normally would be 6 or 9 percent. And, this 
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rate is even retroactive from the time the credit war first obtained. 
"This method is used to prevent producers from trying to use export credit 
to produce goods which would be marketed domestically," said Rachmat Saleh. 


It is being studied whether private banks are capable of participating 
in the granting of export credit, which is not given only by state banks. 


The new provisions for granting export credit also include credit guarantees, 
which will be provided by PT Askrindo (Indonesian Credit Insurance). These 
guarantees are intended to enable banks to approve and process credit 
requests more quickly. 


+ édrmerly, said Rachmat Saleh, the question of collateral had to be taken 
into account in granting credit. Now, with export credit guarantees, the 
function of collateral has diminished greatly. The reason is that with 
such guarantees, if a borrower defaults, the bank no longer needs to 
arrange for the sale of securities, or liquidation. Without having to 
deal with the question of collateral, banks will be able to receive 
compensation for defaulted loans, although the guarantees are only for 

85 percent of the loan. 


PT Askrindo will be cautious in providing guarantees and will carefully 
evaluate the bona fides of foreign importers. To that end, Askrindo will 
cooperate with insurance agencies abroad which provide like services, 
namely in guaranteeing export credit. 


These credit guarantees are specifically for underwriting bank losses in 
the case of defaulted loans. The premium on these loan guarantees for a 
maximum of 9 months is 3/4 [of 1] percent of the total credit, whereas for 
9 months to 1 year, the premium is 1 percent. 


Besides credit guarantees, export insurance is now also being introduced. 
This insurance is for exporters who experience a loss if importers abroad 

do not pa‘. In order to give this export insurance, PT Askrindo, as with 
export credit guarantees, must study the bona fides of the foreign importers, 
while payment of the insurance premiums is dependent upon the export 

target countries, 


"The more unstable conditions of the target countries, the larger the 
premium. And, if it is felt export payments might be endangered, PT 
Askrindo can refuse to provide the insurance," said Rachmat Saleh.

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OIL, GEOTHERMAL PRODUCTION-SHARING CONTRACTS SIGNED

[Excerpts] By the end of the Fourth Five-Year Development Plan (1990) it is 
estimated Indonesia's energy needs will doublt over current needs. The 
lowest projection is the equivalent of around 415 million barrels of oil 
and the highest about 480 million barrels. 


At the end of 1981 Indonesia had commercial energy reserves equal to 191 
million barrels of oil coming from four energy sources, namely natural gas 
(the equivalent of 30 million barrels of oil, or 15.8 percent), coal (the 
equivalent of 700,000 barrels of oil, or 1 percent), hydraulic power (equal 
to 5.6 million barrels of oil, or 2.9 percent), and 154 million barrels of 
oil, or 80.8 percent. 


This was disclosed by Minister of Mining and Energy Subroto after witnessing 
the signing of a production-sharing contract between Pertamina [state- 
owned oil company] and five foreign companies at the Department of Mining 
and Energy Thrusday. The contract was signed respectively by Joedo Sumbono 
(Pertamina's chief director), William J. Scott (vice president/general 
manager of Getty Oil Pelabuhan Ratu Inc), Edward W. Beal (vice president/ 
general manager of LL & E Indonesia Southwest Java Inc), R. C. Mills 
(president/general manager of Mobil Oil Indonesia Inc), G. Cille (managing 
director of Elf Aquitaine Indonesia Ritan and Elf Aquitaine Indonesia 
Maruwai) and W. M. Krips (vice presidént of International Operations and 
Business Development Corp). 


According to Minister Subroto, the projected two-fold increase in energy 
needs is based on the assumption of increases in development, population 
growth, and energy use in the next 10 years. 


The working region for Elf Aquitaine Indonesia Ritan was determined to be 
18,260 sq ka on the mainland in Ritan, Central Kalimantan. Elf Aquitaine 
Indonesia Maruwai obtained a mainland working region of 19,535 sq km in 
Maruwai, Central Kalimantan. Union Texas Java Inc obtained a 13,640 sq 
km offshore working region near Cilacap, South Java. LL & E Indonesia 
(Southwest Java) Inc and Getty Oil (Pelabuhan Ratu) Inc obtained a 9,275 
sq km offshore working region southwest of Java, and Mobil Semayang Inc 
obtained an 18,460 sq km mainland working region in Semayang, East 
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Kalimantan. Besides fulfilling the contract provisions which have been 

set for each of those concerned, the exploited source fields will gradually 
be returned, so that the remainder will not exceed 20 or 25 percent of the 
source field. 


After the oil production-slaring contract was signed, at the same place a 
cooperation agreement between Pertamina and Union Oil was signed, and also 
there was a sale to PLN [State Electric Company] of geothermal steam 
produced for electrical power stations. The contract was signed by Joedo 
Sumbono representing Pertamina, G. Ote representing Union Geothermal of 
Indonesia, and Ir Sardjono from PLN. 


The joint operations contract between Pertamina and Union deals with the 
exploration and development of geothermal sources at Mt Salak, Bogor. 
That area consists of two blocks with fields of 27,650 ha and 29,000 ha 
respectively. The fields of this region will gradually be returned, so 
that by the end of the 5th year, only 5,000 ha will be maintained. 


According to the contract for the sale of geothermal energy, PLN is the 
buyer, Pertamina is the seller, and Union is the supplier of the energy 
resource. PLN will construct the electrical power stations, the price of 
which will depend on the station's generating capacity. The price will 
be imposed according to an escalating rate which is to be fixed on the 
basis of a set formula, while the cost for geothermal energy is to have 
an upper limit of 80 percent of the price for fuel oil in Singapore 
markets. 


Funds of about $20 million will be earmarked for the first 5 years of 
exploration. Each electrical generating unit will have a maximm 
production period of 30 years. 


In the future, said Minister Subroto, two methods can be used to effect 
cooperative efforts in developing geothermal energy. First, Pertamina, 
either on its own or in cooperation with other companies, will develop 
geothermal steam, while PLN will market the electricity. Second, Pertamina, 
in joint operations with other contractors, will develop and construct 

the electrical power stations. Then the electricity will be sold to PLN. 

In the future it will be possible for these two systems to be developed 
together. 


Once again Minister Subroto said that Indonesia has a large geothermal 

energy potential because it is located in a chain of volcanoes 1,700 km 

long and 200 km wide. According to estimates, Indonesia has an overall 
potential of around 10,000 to 15,000 Mw. It is planned that by 1990 up to 
about 700 Mw of geothermal energy will be developed. Gor example, 55 to 

220 Mw will be generated at Mt Ialak during the first stage, 140 Mw at 
Kamojang, 110 Mw at Drajat, 110 Mw at Kieng I, 55 Mw at Batur (Bali), and 

25 Mw at Lahendong (North Sulawesi). Geothermal activity has already occurred 
as follows: 18 wells (10 in production) at Mt Kamojang, 3 wells (2 in 
production) at Mt Drafat, and 4 wells (3 in production) st Mt Dieng.

VETERINARY HOSPITAL CENTER CALLED FOR 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 13 Feb 82 p 3 


[Excerpts] It is now time for Indonesia to build a veterinary hospital, 
according to Drh I. Barotodi, chairman of the Indonesian Veterinarians 
Association. In the coming years, he said, this need will be felt more and 
more, as Indonesia's livestock population grows. It will also be felt with 
increases in other kinds of domestic animals as well as with a growing need 
to provide care services for household animals like dogs, cats, birds and 
others. 


It is hoped that the veterinary hopsital will function as a commmity service 
center, an information center for all kinds of animals and livestock, a 
crematorium, as well as a data control center for everything having to do 
with animals, such as veterinary statistics, diseases, medicines and tax 


payments. 


The problem facing Indonesia, he said further, is that until now we still 
do not have enough veterinarians. Interest in this field obviously is still 
far from what we are hoping for, so that not all districts [county-level 
divisions] have veterinarians. Ideally, every district should have at least 
one veterinary doctor. 


To illustrate, he said, cattle in Indonesia have reached 6 million head, 
which are owned by more than 3 million households, while there are about 
120 million domestic chickens owned by more than 15 million households, 


The government must be alert to various diseases carried by importd 
livestock. Around 80 kinds of animal diseases can spread to human beings, 
such as pneumonia (Phemnnia contagiosa bovum) in Australian cattle, which 
infected many cattle there in the 1950's. Also there is Rinder pest in 
Indian livestock, soonosis, and cacing glembung disease in meat 
(Cistycercosis), 


Barotodi is still concerned about meat-cutting inspection in Indonesia. 
R comparison of controlled and uncontrolled goat meat shows a 1:3 ratio, 
while beef is 1:1.5. This means on th everage that for every four goats 
slaughtered, the quality of three of them remains dubious. 
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in regard to the livelihood of Indonesian veterinarians, he said that 

80 percent are still government employees or teachers in various colleges, 
10 percent have entered private practice, and another 10 percent are 
employed in the armed forces or work in other agencies. There are about 
1,200 veterinarians, mosit of whom are busy with their office work and 


never return to the farm.

It should be recalled that the 36th UN General Assembly session decided that 
the UN investigation team should continue to make more thorough and pro- 
found probes into the use of toxic chemicals by the Vietnamese and Soviets 
to massacre the Kampuchean, Lao and Afghan peoples, as there is a great deal 
of evidence clearly attesting to the fact that they have actually used 

toxic chemicals.

The U.S. State Department compiled documents on the use of toxic chemicals

KPRAF ACTION AGAINST POL POT REMNANTS REPORTED

[Excerpts] In the past 3 years--as they will forever--the blood-thirsty 
Pol Pot gang has continued to hide away in deep jungles, on Thai territory 
and in southern China. The Pol Pot remnants have continued to rob and 
destroy, to be misled into betraying their own fatherland and to perpetuate 
untold crimes against the people. 


In the past week, along route 68 from the area south of Samraong to Kralanh, 
18 of them were eliminated. On 5 February, a group of Pol Pot remnants 
were caught stealing food southwest of Svay Don Kev. Two of them were shot 
and killed by the commune militia. On the same day, at a point north of 
Roleak Kang Cheung, two of them were killed and a rifle was seized. In 
Oudong, three of them were killed, two others were captured and three 
weapons and many documents were seized. 


On 6 February, in Chamka Leu a group of three Pol Pot remnants was destroyed 
and a B-40 was seized. At a point northwest of Kompong Pou, three were 
killed and three others were captured along with two weapons. In the 

region east of the Mekong River near Kroch Chhma and Suong, 10 of them were 
killed and 3 weapons, 160 kg of rice and some documents were seized between 
6 and 9 February. 


The worst setback for the remnants took place on 5 February on the mountain 
slope northwest of Ta Ngan in which 41 infiltrators were killed and 

19 weapons--including a DK-2, a B-40 and a B-4l1--were destroyed. .They tried 
to use artillery fire to stop our pursuit gpgaginst their elements, however 

our prompt return of artillery fire hit their ammunitior epot on Phnum Malai, 
triggering off explosions which continued for 4 hours. «ac the same time, 

at a point northeast of Ta Ngan we discovered another depot of the enemy 
containing 17 tons of ammunition of various calibers. With such repeated 
blows on their heads, what do the Pol Pot remnants think? 


Overall, in the past week, 110 enemy elements were eliminated, more than 
100 others were taken prisoner and 26 surrendered voluntarily to us. We 
seized a large quantity of weapons and war materiel.

REPORT ON RICE GROWING 

Phnom Penh Domestic Service in Cambodian 1100 GMT 26, 29 Mar 82 BK 
{26 Mar 82] 

[Agricultural program article: "Rice Cultivation in the PRK"] 


[Text] Rice is the most important crop in Kampuchea. Apart from its 
necessity for the lives of the people, rice is an important part of 
production for the building of the national economy. In general, most 
of the people who are living in Kampuchea are peasants, constituting 
80 percent of the entire population. 


Rice in Kampuchea can be divided into rainy-season, flood-receding or 
dry-season, floating and highland rice. According to the time needed 

for growth, rice crops can also be categorized as early rice, which 

grows for 3 to 4 1/2 months, while the time span of its seedlings is 

from 25 to 30 days; main season rice, which grows for 6 to 7 months, while 
the time span of its seedlings is from 30 to 45 davs; and the late rice, 
which grows for more than 200 days, while the time span of its seedlings 
is from 36 to 60 days. 


Rainy-season rice: 


In the PRK, an overwhelming amount of rainy-season rice is cultivated com- 
pared to other types of rice. It is grown in general in the provinces of 
the plains such as Battambang, Siem Reap, Kompong Thom, Kompong Chhnang, 
Pursat, Kompong Speu, Kandal, Takeo, Kampot, Prey Veng, Svay Rieng and 
Kompong Cham and other provinces of the highlands such as Kratie and 

Stung Treng. 


Rainy-season rice is a type of rice which depends on rains and embankments 
as well as ditches. 


Seeds selection: 
Water is the most important factor for good rice production. Since our PRK 


cannot master the water problem, seed selection has been carried out in 
conformity with the geographic and weather conditions of these regions. 
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In regions where rain abounds late in the year, the late rice is planted 
while in the highlands, where late rain is scarce, the highland or early 
rice are planted. In the lowlands, where there is plenty of rain, the 
early rice, middle rice and late rice are normally planted to facilitate 
harvesting, for these types of rice are ready for harvest one after 
another. 


Land preparation: 


Land preparation begins at the start of the rainy season, in May. Tilling 
of the land with tractors can be done in the dry season or right after the 
harvest. Retilling of the land can be technically helpful in protecting 
crops and it is recommended as it loosens the soil, enabling the roots of 
the rice plants, as well as the rice plants themselves, to grow properly. 


Seedlings: 


In the sowing of seeds to get seedlings for transplanting, nursery beds 
should be carefully selected. Only those beds which are close to water 
sources are recommended. This is because it would make things easier 

in the event of droughts. The land selected as beds should be good and 
fertile so that seedlings would grow well. Great care must be taken in 
tending seedlings. It is estimated that 1 are [100 square meters] of seed- 
lings can be transplanted on 1 hectare of land. In vast, fertile regions, 
such as in Battambang Province, it is possible that broadcast rice can 

be cultivated instead of the transplanted rice, for this method is profit- 
able in that it does not require manpower for transplanting. However, 
this method causes a considerable waste of seeds. 


From 60 to 70 kg of seeds must be sown to supply seedlings for 1 hectare 
of land. For the broadcast rice, though, 1 hectare of land requires from 
100 to 120 kg of seeds. 


We know that the time span of seedlings varies from 25 to 60 days. This 
enables us to decide on the selection of the type of seeds to be sown in 
a manner which will avoid having the transplanting take place at the dry 
spell of August, which would otherwise cause a shortage of water for 
transplanting and would force us to leave seedlings in the nursery beds 
beyond the optimum time in regions without water sources. 


If we are in control of the water supply, the sowing should still be timed 
so that transplanting coincides with the end of the dry season to enable 
the transplanted stalks to grow properly. 


Pulling seedlings for transplantation: 


Transplantation of seedlings directly influences yield. Therefore, in order 
to obtain a high output, the transplantation of seedlings must be carefully 
carried out. Nursery beds must always contain water. On sandy soil we 

can channel water out of nursery beds 1 week before pulling seedlings. 
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fhis can facilitate the pulling of seedlings and slow the rice plants 
growth. On nursery beds with clay, we must avoid draining the water 
because pulling seedlings from dry clay beds may damage their roots. 
Transplanting in such a condition is not good. Thin seedlings show that 
they are ready to be pulled and transplanted. Fat seedlings show that 
they may be old and must not be pulled for transplanting. Transplanting 
seedlings that are too old is umproductive, for the rice plants do not 
tiller well; they fall down, the rice ears are short and the yield is 
low. However, in some cases old seedlings can be transplanted by 
folding them below the top node. 


Seedings' roots must be removed from the soil. Seedlings have to be bound 
together in bunches and the upper parts of their leaves cut off. Cutting 
large parts of the seedlings’ leaves is not recommended because this may 
weaken the rice plants. 


Transplanting the see.ilings can be done immediately after they are pulled 
or it can be delayed for 1 or 2 days, but the peasants have noted that 
transplanted rice plants do not tiller well and yield decreases if the 
seedlings are not transplanted within 2 days after being pulled. 


Transplanting: 


Ricefields on which rice seedlings are transplanted must be well tilled, 

kept level and must contain from 6 to 10 cm of water. Transplanting must 

be carried out immediately in sandy ricefields. In some regions, trans- 
pianting of seedlings can be carried out after the second tilling. For 
ricefields with clay soil, trznsplanting of seedlings can be delayed 

1 or 2 days after harrowing. Transplanting seedlings in deep water should 

be avoided, for the waves may damage the rice plants. Seedlings can be 
transplanted in either thick or loose patterns depending on soil fertility. 
fransplanting seedlings should be made in a 0.30 x 0.30 cm pattern in fertile 
land and in a 0.25 x 0.25 cm pattern on fairly fertile soil. On less fertile 
soil, transplanting of seedlings must be carried out in a 0.20 x 0.20 cm 
pattern. Old seedlings must be transplanted in a thicker pattern by an 
average of 25 seedlings per square meter. Seedlings start growing from 

4 to / days after transplanting. 


Care of seedlings: 


Atter transplanting, tending seedlings is an important duty especially as 
far as water, weed and pest control is cortrolled. 


Concerning water control, it is necessary to inspect dikes and avoid any 
damage especially during the dry season when water is scarce. 
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The weeding of grass from the rice land is difficult work. In Battambang 
Province, where the broadcast rice is widely planted, when there is plenty 
of rain or when the level of water in the rice land is from 20 to 25 cm, a 
method used to facilitate the elimination of weeds involves tilling both 
the rice plants and the grass to drown them. The grass--which cannot 
emerge from the water--rots while rice--which can float above the water-- 
starts growing again. 


In the PRK, pests are less active in the rainy season. During the dry 
season, however, and kinds cf pests such as rats and worms are very active. 
In this case we must be vigilant and take timely measures to prevent and 
destroy them. 


Harvest: 


Usually the rainy-season rice must be harvested at the beginning of the 
dry season; that is, in November and December. In the PRK, the peasants 
harvest rice with normal sickles by cutting rice stalks 20 cm below the 
rice ears. These rice stalks are collected in bunches and transplanted 
tor threshing at threshing grounds. 


Threshing varies from one region to another. In some areas, threshing is 
carried out by using human beings to trample on the bunches of rice 
stalks repeatedly until all rice grains fall out. In some other regions, 
oxen or buffalo are used to trample on the bunches placed in a circular 
pattern. In other regions, they are threshed on threshing boards. 


After threshing, peasants usually gather the rice grains to separate them 
from dust by using wind or winnowers. Rice grains are dried and gathered 
in sacks ready for use. The average yield is from 800 kilograms to 

1,200 kilograms per hectare.

[Text] General observation on rice seeds in the PRK: 


There are many types of rice seeds in the PRK. Their names are generally 
given in accordance with the time needed for growth. “They are as follows: 


1. Early rice: The time to sow is in May or June and the time to harvest 

is in September. The time span of its seedlings is from 20 to 25 days 

ind the time it takes to grow is 3 to 3 1/2 months. Some of the rice strains 
need 3 months to grow. They can be planted in all seasons, for they always 
ripen in the third month. 
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2. Middle rice: The time to sow is in late May, but, this may vary accord- 
ing to the rainfall. The time to harvest is in October or November. The 
time span of its seedlings is from 20 to 30 days and the time it takes to 
grow is from 5 to 5 1/2 months. 


3. Main season rice: The time to sow is in May, June or July and the time 
to harvest is in December. The time span of its seedlings is from 

30 to 45 days and the time it takes to grow is from 6 to 7 months. As for 
breadcast rice, it should be sown in May or June. 

4. Late rice: The time to sow is in May, June or July and the time to 
harvest is in January or February. The time span of its seedlings is from 
35 to 60 days and the time it takes to grow is over 200 days. 


Flood-receding or dry-season rice: 


Dry-season rice is generally grown in the water-logged regions along the 
Mekong River, near the canal mouths or on the lakeshores and in areas 

with reservoirs or dams. The soil in riverbank regions which flood 
annually is very fertile. This type of soil abounds in Komgpong Cham, 
Kandal, Prey Veng and Takeo provinces. The exploitation of dry-season rice 
is practiced in the low-tide season, that is, in November. Plots of land 
to be used as nursery beds should be selected in elevated areas sc that 
sowing can be carried out before the floods recede. 


Immediately after the Mekong waters begin to ebb, transplanting may be started 
gradually following the receding tide. 


There are two methods to channel water to feed the dry-season rice crop: 


1) Irrigation with the use of water wheels, scoops and so on; and 

2) irrigation through ditches. Wherever the terrain permits, the normal 
practice is to build small dams or dikes to preserve the Mekong flood 
waters needed in cultivating the dry-season rice. 


The sowing of dry-season rice begins by the end of November. The optimum 
time for the seedlings to grow is 25 to 30 days. The transplanting may be 
late or early depending on the speed of the ebbing tide. The time needed 
for the dry-season rice to grow is from 100 to 135 days. Harvest begins 
in January; it may yield from 1.5 to 2 tons per hectare. 


Floating rice: 


This type of rice crop is planted in the provinces around the Tonle Sap Lake 
which forms a flat terrain flooded every year and where ordinary types of 
rice are impracticable as they cannot cope with the flood level. Floating 
rice is grown at the end of April by broadcasting rice seeds after tilling 
and harrowing land. It is necessary to harrow the land once again after 
broadcasting in urder to bury the seeds. One hectare of land requires from 
80 to 100 kg of good seeds. When the Mekong River floods begin to spread, 
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the rice stalks should be at the stage of tillering with three or four 
nodes and should measure from 50 to 70 cm. When the floodwaters reach 
them, they should stop tillering and should be able to grow along with the 
rising level of the floods. Peasants have noted that within 10 days the 
rice stalks may grow as tall as 1.§¥ meters. However, their ability to 
keep up with the rising water also depends on the fertility of the soil. 


In this flood level-related growth, the rice stalks bear loosely-spaced 
nodes with roots sticking out of each of them. In full growth, the rice 
plants may measure from 0.60 to 0.80 cm above the water level which 

is from 3 to 4 meters deep. 


When the floods recede, the rice stalks float on the water surface in the 
direction of the water current. From the topmost node new clumps of 
rice start growing with roots going directly into the ground. 


The time needed for floating rice to grow is from 220 to 240 days. Harvest 
takes place in February or March. The average yield is 1.5 tons per 
hectare, 


"Farm" or highland rice: 


This type of rice crop is grown in the highlands and mountainous areas, 
particularly in Ratanakiri, Mondolkiri, Kratie, Stung Treng and Preah Vihear 
provinces. After slashing and burning the forested plot of land, rice 
grains are implanted into the soil with a pounder at the beginning of May 
when rain starts falling. Harvest takes place at the end of November. The 
average yield is 1 ton per hectare.

PHNOM PENH, KOMPONG SOM PORTS--Phnom Penh, 22 Mar (SPK)--During the 
current dry season, the transportation and communications service is 
intensifying its activities to bring goods from Kompong Som port to 
Phnom Penh and from Phnom Penh to various provinces of the country. 
As of mid-March, Kompong Som port dockers had unloaded 6,878 tons 

of paddy, 770 tons of flour and nearly 1,300 tons of other goods. 
Phnom Penh port dockers have unloaded 1,072 tons of paddy, 20 tons 
of raticide and nearly 280 tons of other goods. Six boats of the 
transportation service carried 1,064 tons of paddy from Kompong Cham 
Province to Phnom Penh. During the same period, the land transporta- 
tion service brought 860 tons of chemical fertilizer from Phnon Penh 
to Prey Veng and Svay Rieng provinces. In return, it transported

"SIANG PASASON' COMMENTS ON CHINESE RESTRUCTURE MOVES

[SIANG PASASON 16 March commentary: "The Endless Round of Mutual 
Destruction Within the Chinese Ruling Circles"] 


[Text] Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang recently announced the dissolution 
of various ministries and equivalent state committees. The number of 
ministries has been reduced from 98 to 52. As a result, one-third of 
the cadres in the center have to be discharged. This means that the 
number of the cadres at the central level has to be reduced from 
600,000 to 400,000. Furthermore, a plan to reduce the number of cadres 
will also be implemented next year in various regions, provinces, 
municipalities and autonomous regions, where there is a total number of 
20 million cadres. As a result, several million of these cadres will 
have to be discharged from their posts. Zhao Ziyang has also announced 
the dismissal of a number of subordinates affiliated with the radical 
group or the "gang of four," whose former subordinates are still hiding 
within the Chinese ruling apparatuses. 


This large-scale purge of the Chinese ruling circles, together with the 
economic difficulties caused by Maoism--problems which remain unsolved up 

to the present--have generated suspicion among the people toward the party's 
political policy. The purges themselves have created deep indignation 
among the cadres who have been discharged from their responsible posts. 


As is well known, during the Cultural Revolution in China more than 

30 million people were killed. Since then, disgreements as well as mutual 
destruction in order to eliminate a fellow and then take his place and 
draw sympathy and support from the people has become a virulent disease 
among the Chinese ruling circles. The current so-called consolidation of 
the state apparatuses is nothing more than attempt to suppress an enemy 
force in the Chinese ruling circles. And as a result of this move, a 
calamity has befallen the Chinese people themselves. 











The problem of unemployment--a problem which the Chinese ruling circles 
have failed to solve--has now become a great disaster for Chinese youths. 
According to official figures, some 20 million Chinese youths are 
currently unemployed. This shows that Deng Xiaoping's idea of achieving 
the so-called four modernizations is still a dream. What he has done in 
a considerably effective manner is just a new twist in the old game of 
suppressing one's enemies.

[Text] (BERNAMA)--Penang: At three in the morning, members of the cult 
stand erect facing cast and after some ritualistic movements of their hands, 
utter prayers in what sounds like Latin. 


They then sit down and await revelation. As if on cue, a voice, from a 
cassette played by the group's 38-year-old leader Mokhtar Hassan, breaks 
the pre-dawn stillness. 


This daily ritual is observed by the Crypto cult which was smashed by police 
recently following the arrest of Mokhtar and several of his followers. 


According to police, the cult had planned to topple the government by 
unconstititional means and replace it with one of its own. 


The ritual is related by Haji Mohamed Khatib Haji Omar, 65, the imam of the 
mosque in Mukim Jelutong where the cult had been active. 


Haji Mohamed Khatib, who is also chairman of the action committee tackling 
deviationist teachings in the area, says the followers are also indoctrinated 
into believing that they would become immortal and would find bliss in stages. 


He says the deviationist teachings began in 1977 and Mokhtar, the cult's 
founder, had once lived near the mosque, 


Mokhtar would invite anyone he met to gather at his house on the pretext of 
teaching them the Silat Pulut art of defense or to play musical instruments. 


In this way, Mohktar could meet them face-to-face and influence them into 
believing his false preachings on Islam, Haji Mohamed adds. 
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Mokhtar would claim that he had the power to eradicate all the sins from 
the country. After that, those whom he had influenced would be given 
cold water, over which incantations had been pronounced, to drink to 
cleanse them of their sins. 


Encik Amir Abdul Hamid, another member of the action committee, says the 
Crypto followers practised only one of the five principles of Islam, that 
is, the giving of zakat. 





Besides committing sacrilege against Islam, the followers were also taught 
to be rude to their elders, including their parents. 


Encik Amir recalls, with bitterness, when his son was influenced into being 
cult member. 


His son had committed sacrilege against Islam in his presence and had been 
rude to him and other relatives, he adds. 


The Malay rulers, political leaders, be they from UMNO [United Malay 
National Organization] or PAS [Pan-Malayan Islamic Uniont], Mulftis, Kadis 
or Muslim youth leaders were also the targets of abuse of the followers 

of the cult, he says. 


Encik Amir, who lives near Mokhtar, says the cult leader was self-centred 
and deceived his followers with promises of the impossible. 


He adds that Mokhtar used the zakat collected and the $50-membership entrance 
fee and $10-monthly subscription for his own benefit. 


Although the cult leader lacked education, he is believed to have been an 
expert in the use of pukau (black magic). 


Encik Amir says he believes that although about 30 members of the cult have 
recanted, many are still unrepentant. 


The cult, he adds, had almost caused the breakup of families and threatened 
the peace of the Kampung. 


Encik Amir also says he and members of the committee were threatened by the 
cult members. 


They received threatening letters and pamphlets, he adds. One of the pamphlets 
urged cult members to use arms to battle their enemies. 


Th: pamphlets describe the Quran and its teachings as fiction, prayers as 
rubbish and all Islamic teachings as falsehood, They urged cult members to 
strive with the leader to set up a Crypto government in Malaysia and 
throughout the world. 
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Encik Amir says the police, who raided the hut built by Mokhtar beside 
his house, recovered many pamphlets belittling Islam. 


Police also discovered uniforms of the Crypto leaders, the symbol and flag 
of the Crypto government, samples of money which would be issued by the 


Crypto government, identity cards, passports and visas and a list of the 
names of members who would be appointed to high positions in the Crypto 


government.

MCA election in a bid to wrest control of the leadership from Datuk Lee 
San Choon, 


Datuk Ho was elected deputy president but Datuk Chen was defeated and sub- 
sequently lost his ministership. 


Datuk Ho, 55, who practised law before he entered politics, won the Lumut 
parliamentary seat (then known as Sitiawan) on a DAP [Democratic Action 
Party] ticket in 1969. 


He joined the MCA in 1972 when the party was under the leadership of 

Tun Tan Siew Sin. Returned to the same constituency in the 1974 and 1978 
elections, he was a member of the MCA Central Committee from 1975 to 1977. 
He was election vice-president of the party for 1977-79. 
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Datuk Ho was appointed deputy works and transport minister in 1974. 


During Tun Hussein Onn's administration, he was transferred to the Finance 
Ministry and was later promoted to minister without portfolio in the prime 
minister's department. 


He was made labour and manpower minister after the 1978 general election. 


The Lumut constituency, a predominantly Chinese area, is a largely Foochow- 
speaking community.

Accordingly 
she asked all ministries involved in the KKK and the military to coordinate 
their efforts in improving the delivery of basic services, especially in 

the rural areas, to counteract the activities of subversive elements. 
Although the subversives pose no immediate danger to national security, 

the First Lady said the contest for the hearts and minds of the people in the 
countryside continues, and the government cannot rely simply on the quality, 
strength and number of its forces. 


Turning to armed forces chief of staff General Fabian Ver and other officers 
at a meeting in Malacanang, Mrs Marcos said the military can still improve 
its image with the people by showing more love, humility and compassion even 
to known enemies. While the government programs for the poor are already 

in place, the support and sympathy of the people in the rural areas can soon 
be lost by too much reliance on force, she added. Mrs Marcos noted that in 
some areas where the subversives could not seem to discredit the KKK, they 
were known to have taken advantage of its incentives. 


She also pointed out the vital and basic role of the local government ministry 
in countryside development by keeping local officials on their toes and 
checking their performance. Failure of leadership on the local level, she 
said, usually created the conditions of discontent in the barangays and allowed 
the subversives to gain a foothold. In this struggle, the most potent weapon 
is still love and compassion. Love can help, and force can only strengthen

REGIONAL POLLS FOR MINDANAO--President Marcos will issue a proclamation call- 
ing for the election of members of the sangguniang pampook (regional assembly) 
of the two autonomous regional governments of Central and Western Mindanao.

To be elected in each of 
two autonomous regional governments are 21 assemblymen, 17 of whom are to be 
elected at large and four will represent the agricultural labor, non-agricul- 
tural labor, professional, and youth sectors.

SINGAPORE DEREGISTERS UNIFICATION CHURCH

[Text] The Moonie movement was yesterday banned in Singapore because it was 
deemed "prejudicial to public welfare and good order." 


A Home Affairs Ministry statement said the deregistration of the Holy Spirit 
Association for the Unification of World Christianity, under whose name the 
Moonies preached, would take immediate effect. 


Commonly known as the Unification Church, its followers are called Moonies 
after the name of their controversial founder, Rev Sun Myung Moon. 


The movement's activities in the United States, Europe and elsewhere became 
1 subject of heated controversy when it was accused of brainwashing followers 
and breaking up families. 


[The association in Singapore was registered on September 29, 1980 under the 
societies act. Its constitution required that all associates and ordinary 
members to be Singapore citizens. 


One clause stipulated that it would not accept any funds from any foreign 
country or foreigners. 


Said the ministry's statement: "Although the membership was to be confined 

to Singaporeans, on investigation it was discovered that the managing director 
of a company called Tongil (S) Pte Ltd, who is a foreigner, had played a 
prominent role in running the affairs of the association. 


"He managed the association's funds and organised lectures and recruitment 
ampaigns. The company was set up by the followers of the Unification Church. 


"The minister for home affairs dissolved the society on April 2, 1982 on the 
ground that its continued existence is prejudicial to public welfare and good 
order in Singapore." 


Sources told THE STRAITS TIMES that the foreigner, Mr George F. Glass, an 
\merican businessman, was likely to have his employment pass here withdrawn. 











lhe Moonie movement here is said to be very small, totalling not more than 
50 followers. Im view of this, the government's move to ban the Moonies 
is seen as a preventive measure to stop the cult from taking deeper roots 
and extending its activities in Singapore. 


The Moonies, headquartered in the U.S., started their movement here in 
1976 when two foreigners and a Singaporean--all followers of the 
Unification Church--set up Tongil (S) Pte Ltd as an import and export 
company to deal in Korean ginseng. 


Some of Tongil'’s employees were Moonies. 


Because of the controversies the Unification Church stirred abroad, the 
government kept a close watch on the assocation here. 


lt found Mr Glass to be very involved in its activities. 


In mid-1981, Unification Church members actively tried to recruit under- 
graduates from the National University of Singapore, Ngee Ann Technical 
College an’ the Singapore Polytechnic. 


A further recruitment drive two months ago was aimed at younger people, 
mostly students and school-leavers. 


Money for the association came from donations. It had $34,000 in accumulated 
funds as at December last year. 


Besides its proselytizing activities, the Moonie method of winning converts 
itself creates controversy. 


It is said that recruits are first won over by friendship, and then subjected 
to long hours of theological lectures daily without enough time for sleeping 
or thinking. 


New members must give up all their possessions to the Unification Church. 
Rev Moon also decides who marries whom and personally carries out the 
ceremony himself. 


Charges that the Unification Church exploits free labour from followers and 
collects funds for dubious purposes have also been levelled at it. 


In Taiwan, the Moonies were banned because many converts quit school to 
devote themselves to the movement. 


But unlike in the U.S. and elsewhere where the Moonie movements were much 
bigger and their activities more widespread, the one in Singapore is still 
small and has yet to make a major impact. Nonetheless, the government fears 
that the movement might grow into a cult here and pose a threat to social 
stability. This is its rationale for banning the Moonies before it is too 
late.

PROGRESS OF PACIFICATION CAMPAIGN IN SOUTH NOTED

[Article: “The Southern Situation In 1982, a Test of Han Linanon"] 


[Text] The violent situation in the southern provinces has been given attention 
by many governments but it has not been possible to solve the problems in 

order to bring peace. The situation has become worse. The commanding general 

of the Fourth Army Area is an important mechanism in taking responsibility 

for solving these problems. But none of these men have been able to suppress 
[the terrorists] to bring peace. Lieutenant General Han Linanon, the “brains 

of Prem," volunteered to come implement the “umbrella of tranquility” policy 

by himself in accord with the political-military idea that the “methods that 
were used successfully in the northeast will be used in the south.” 


A report from Civilian-Police-Military Information Office 43 stated that in 
1981, the Communist Party of Thailand (CPT) suffered great political setbacks. 
The operational goals of the CPT that stipulated that the party must show 
interest in tactics that gain allies, create a broad united front, expand 

the mass [base] and expand the military movement were a severe limitation. 
Because the CPT did not receive support from the masses in the area, this 
affected the goals that were set. The reasons for this can be summarized by 
Saying that the rank and file members of the revolutionary movement were waiting 
for new changes in 1981. If no changes had been made, many more of them might 
have abandoned the revolutionary movement. Thus, the CPT had to improve things 
and so it changed the number of strategic zones from two zones to threee zones, 
that is, the jungle-mountain zone, the plains zone and the urban zone. It 

has given great emphasis *o politics in the plains and cities and focused 

more on revolution in the cities. 


The CPT in the jungle-mountain areas is crumbling since almost all o{ its 

secure bases have been destroyed. It has had to move into the plains and cities 

ind so it has stressed a policy of creating a united front and joining in 

irban activities in order to find a way to support the jungle-mountain areas. 
Besides this, it has expanded its influence in the plains rapidly and coordinated 
things with the Malaysian Communist guerrillas. It has used the method of 
increasing the level of military violence as an alternative to political activities. 








The Communist Terrorists In the South 


The movements and activities of the southern communist terrorists have stressed 
having the members try to form a united front with high-ranking government 
officials and provincial capitaiists. The areas targeted by the CPT have remained 
the same. These include Nakhon Sithammarat, Surat Thani, Trang, Songkhla (Hat 
Yai), Phathalung and Chumphon provinces. Clandestine methods of operation 

are being used more and this is causing the people to have doubts about the 
government's operations in providing safety for the people. 


In Trang Province, the Zone 1 and Zone 3 Thai People's Liberation Armed Forces 
(TPLAF) have moved into the plains. They have increased their propaganda activities 
and mobilized the masses to gain members in their original areas of influence 

in Lamo commune, Muang District, where they once suffered losses. They have 

done this at a time when the forces from the special warfare training camp 

and the volunteer Thahan Phran irreagulars in the area withdrew in order to 
establish new operations bases. This is the reason that the CPT has been able 

“Oo move in and establish itself more in this area, wait to establish a new 

secure base and maintain its goal of building up the united front with the 

urban zone. 


In the Songkhla zone, after the destruction of the Zone 1 TPLAF camp and of 

Zone 1 Camp 02, these forces joined together tc form a guerrilla force in 

the plains and coordinated things with the 8th Regiment of the Malaysian Communist 
Guerrillas under the leadership of the Malaysian Communist Party. They have 
tried to find a common point and preserve the various points in order to build 
new secure bases to replace the ones that were destroyed. The Trang Zone 1 

TPLAF has approximately 100 men. It is active in Siribanphot and Muang districts 
in Phatthalung Province and in Muang District in Trang Province. The Zone 

3 TPLAF has approximately 250 men. It operates in Huaiyot and Khuan Khanun 

jist icts. As for Songkhla Zone 1 TPLAF, it has been temporarily disbanded 
because of the attacks on it. Most of the men of this unit have surrendered. 
However, the Zone 2 [force] still has about 100 men. It is active in Sabayoi 

ana Nathawi districts. 


The CPT continues to use guerrilla tactics to counter [the government's] 
Suppression operations and it supports mcbilizing the masses and expanding 
the armed forces united front of the communist terrorists in the south. The 
forces that have been formed at present include: 


1. The main forces: These are under the command and leadership of the provincial 
mmittees. Their duty is to fight in the areas of responsibility of the 

provincial committee to which they are subordinate. They must support the 

ss, school and production activities and the activities of various zones 

that have been formed. The Surat Thani provincial committee has one company 

(about 70 men). The Phatthalung-Trang-Satun provincial committee has two companies 

(about 200 men). 
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. The zonal forces or local guerrilla units: These forces are under the 
-ommanad and leadership of the district-echelon zone committee. The zonal forces 
serve as reserves tor the main forces. They fight and maintain safety and 
they support the schools, production work and mass activities in their zone. 
Such forces have been formed in every provincial committee zone. 
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3. Village forces or village guerrilla units: These are armed forces that 

have been formed in the villages. Their duty 1s to protect the mass organizations 
and maintain safety for the people in the village. They also serve as reserves 
for the zonal and main forces. 


Base 508, a Pressing Target 


The communist terrorists have been able to move their forces about rather 
penly because they have received support from the masses in the plains. Each 
time they have moved or carried on an operation, the masses have joined them 
and provided much support. Concerning the means of transportation used by 
the communist terrorists, in addition to using commandeered vehicles, some 
elements have received willing support from the local people. But such support 
has been given in the form of being forced to do so in order to prevent the 
jovernment side from blaming them. 


Based on the discussions and assessments of the movements of the communist 

terrorists, it has been learned that each zone has been able to carry on mass 

activities with a high level of success. The collected figures show that the 

Phatthalung-Trang-Satun provincial committee has 145 villages under its influence. 

This shows that the mass activities have achieved good results. But the military 

operations have achieved little. As for Surat Thani Province, only 60 villages 

have fallen under the influence of the communist terrorists. And there are 

29 such villages in Zone 514. 

The government side has carried on both political and military activities 
ntinually. In 1981, a military offensive was launched in Zone 514. And since 


the beginning of 1979, political activities have been carried out in the plains 
reas, whichwere more and more in the sphere of influence of the communist 
terrorists. Zone 514 has a strength of about 450 men. Its area of influence 
in Phra Saeng, Khiansa and Sirirat Nikhom districts. But the military operations 
f the government have not been able to inflict much direct damage on the 
ne' eadership organization. 
this zone, the terrain is favorable for carrying out military operations 
ind there is a rather high level of communist terrorist activity here. 
At the ime time, they have sought weapons and war materials in order to expand 
their armed forces. The government has thus implemented a policy of carrying 
political activities in order to cut back the political activities of the 
inist terrorists in this zone and eliminate the war factors. Operations 
ive been carried out in accord with Policy 66/1980. At the same time, military 
ffensives have been launched against the secure bases, especially against tre 








leadership organizations of the various zones. At present, the Surat Thani 
provincial committee is expanding its zone into Chumphon and Ranong provinces 
and even into the border area near Phangnoga and Krabi provinces. 


The most pressing target in |the zone of] the Surat Thani provincial committee 

is Zone 508, which is where the leadership organization is located. Next in 
importance are zones520 and 51l. Lieutenant General Han Linanon launched the 
“umbrella of tranquility 9" operation against these targets last week. Zone 508 
has a strength of about 600 men. They operate in Wiengsara and Bannasan districts. 
Zone 511 has 300 men. They operate in Kanchanadit and Donsak districts. Zone 520 
(Khao Khai) has 300 men who operate in Phra Saeng and Plaiphraya districts. 

Zone 520 (Krabi) has 250 men who operate in Sidao and Khlong Thom districts. 


The Prey of the “Umbrella of Tranquility” Operation 


The Fourth Army Area has carried on both political and military operations 

and it has achieved good results in the military operations that were carried 
on in 1980-1981. It has destroyed the leadership center of Zone 31, or Zone 
456 as it is now known, which was the provincial leadership organization known 
as the Nakhon Sithammarat provincial committee. This inflicted damage on 

the communist terrorists, but they have now recovered and are again able to 
carry On activities. Besides this, guerrilla unit 31 is still capable of expanding 
operations into the Nakhon Sithammarat, Trang and Krabi border area, that 

is, the Zone 5 center, and of achieving good results. This will make Zone 456 
more secure and will also expand activities southward in order to link up 

with the Phatthalung-Trang-Satun provincial committee. 


The Zone 5 center is the location of the Nakhon Sithammarat provincial committee. 
It has a strength of approximately 150 men who operate in Thung Song, Thung 

Yai and Khlong Thom districts. Zone 456 has almost 100 men who operate in 

Thasala District. Zone 546 has almost 100 men who operate in Chawang, Thung 

Yai and Phromkhiri districts. Zone 564 has almost 200 men who operate in Cha-uat 
and Ronphibun districts. 


The most important target in Nakhon Sithammarat Province is the Zone 5 center, 
which is the leadership organization of the provincial committee. Next in 
importance are zones 546 and 456 respectively. It is expected that these will 
be the next prey of the “umbrella of tranquility” operation. 


The TPLAF, Fighters Who Can Fight In Any Weather 


Prior to a mejor military operation by the communist terrorists, a detailed 
analysis of the target is made to determine if the target is of value. Is 

the selected target isola:ed and so incapable of receiving immediate support? 
And after the operation has been laur.ched, will this have any effect on the 
masses? The data that is analyzed is obtained from surveying the situation, 
which depends on the results of the mass activities. The data that must be 
obtained includes the situation at the target, locations, prominent points and 











ertrance ard exist routes. Maps and diagrams are made, including forces, weapons, 
laily mcvements, commanders and preparations. And an exercise is usually conducted 
before the actual operation is launched. 


In each operation, the communist terrorists attack suddenly and then withdraw 
quickly. They move in as close to the target as possible before launching 

the attack. From what has happened, it appears that the communist terrorists 
heve high combat efficiency. They are very familiar with the terrain and are 
skilled at getting away. Their morale and will power is rather good. They 

are able to operate very far from their bases. Even in the areas outside the 
zones of influence of the communist terrorists, which are called the “base 
areas of the enemy,” they are capable of gathering together large forces and 
attacking critical and isolated positions at any time. And they are capable 
of fighting in any weather. 


In addition to the communist terrorists, in the south there is another group 

that is doing everything possible to separate some areas of the southern border 
provinces [from Thailand], that is, Pattani, Yala, Narathiwat and Satun and 

some parts of Songkhla, in order to create an independent state called the 
"Republic of Pattani.” This movement is known as the “bandit terrorist movement.” 


nT 


bere are three bandit terrorist groups: the Pattani United People's Liberation 


Front, or Pattani National Liberation Front, the Pattani Revolutionary Front, 
and the Pattani United Liberation Organization, Or Pattani Liberation Organization 
(Pulo). All three of these groups have armed forces. There are 66 armed groups 


with a strength of approximately 1,478 men. They operate in the southern border 
provinces. 

he Pulo group once organized a meeting of these groups. This conference of 

group leacers was held in the [Malyasian] state of Kelantan. The important 

matters discussed were stepping up acts of sabotage, finding ways to kill 

er numbers of government officials, carrying out operations to cause 

greater unrest, stepping up mobilization and creating a greater split between 

Thai Moslems and Thai Buddhists. In particular, the Pattani National Revolutionary 
Front (BRN) [Bar)san Revolusi Nasional] had plans for carrying on weapons

training and proposed ways to carry out acts of sabotage to the 21 members 
in Yingo District. The important targets were the Pattani, Hat Yai and Don 
Muang airports.

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this, Pulo, which is the group that plays the greatest role, recently 
ed a new youth group callec. the “Ukar group.” Abo.t 40 youths were slected 


from the three southern provinces and sent abroad for training. They have 
returned and are carrying out acts cf terrorism in Thailand. Two years agc, 
Mr Amin Tomina, the hairman of the Pattani Islamic Committee ard a high-renking 
per of the BRN, was forced to leave the group because most members of the 
ip distrusted him. The reason for this distrust was the disappearance of 
ipproximately 1.3 million baht that foreign countries had given tc help the 


i! p. Mr Amin tried to make himself important by establishing a new grouf 








called the “Phathawip.” He has received financial support from abroad. His 
goal is to liberate Pattani. He has a son who is studying in Pakistan and 
it 1s this man who makes contact with foreign countries. 


However, these groups differ from each other cperationally and they frequently 
attack each other. All three groups have tried to forma “Pattani Islamic 
Army.” There was to be a headquarters that was to control the armed forces 
arranged in platoons and companies. This army was to resemble that subordinate 
to the Office of the Secretary-Gereral in Mecca. But this attempt failed because 
the Pattani National Revolutionary Front attacked Pulo and the Pattani National 
Liberation Front (BNPP) [Barisan Nasional Pembebasan Pattani] felt that using 
religion as a guise to get money from abroad and to make the leaders wealthy 
waS without real ideals. As for Pulo, it attacked the BRN, saying that the 

BRN prefers communism, which opposes Islam, and that is is an enemy of the 
people. 


The bandit terrorists have carried on operations by creating disturbances 

in the south. They have carried out acts of sabotage against government buildings, 
kidnapped people for ransamanito bargain with government officials and extorted 
protection money from the merchants, capitalists and mine, rubber plantation 

and timber owners. There was once a report that stated that bandit terrorist 

Ustaz Karim, the leader of the BRN, had travelled to Kuwait. He sent a ietter 

to the head of Pulo in Malaysia that said that he had contacted the leader 

»9f Kuwait and had received financial support totalling $800,000 Malaysian. 

This gavethe bandit terrorists money with which to carry out more activities, 
which increased the seriousness of the situation in the three southern provinces. 


The Chinese Malaysian Communist Guerriilas 


Concerning this southern bandit terrorists group, in general, the Malaysian 
communist guerrillas operate in the jungle and mountain areas of the Kalakhiri 
mountains. The Malaysian communist guerrillas along the Thai-Malaysian border 
have a strength of approximately 1,200 to 2,000 men. Their goal is to seize 
state power in Malaysia. But because of the suppression operations carried 

n by the Malaysian government, they have had to flee and establish rest camps 
in order to hide themselves and find food and supplies before returning to 
Malaysia to carry on operations. 


The Malaysian communist guerrillas have created secure [areas] and expanded 

their political influence in controlling the masses. Their forces include 

the l2th Regiment at Betong, the 10th Regiment and the Special Zone of the 

\2th Regiment. As for the former 8th Regiment, there was an internal dispute 

and » 1t split away and is no longer subordinate to the Office of the Secretary- 
veeneral. It calis itself the Malay Communist Revolutionary Council. Thus, 

the Malaysian communist guerrillas under the leadership of the Communist Party 

‘f Malaysia have implemented a policy of exerting pressure on the southern 

"PT to have the Songkhla provincial committee coordinate things with the 8th 
Regiment in order to expand the zone into some areas of Yala and Pattani since

the 8th Regiment looxed as if it was taking the Soviet path. Concerning these 
activities, it is expected that they will soon achieve results. 

As for joint suppression operations between Thailand and Malaysia, they have 
“arried out many such operations that have inflicted losses on the Malaysian 
-ommunist bandits, weakened them and reduced their influence in some areas. 

The Malaysian communist guerrilla have had to disperse and have not been able 

to join forces like before. During their recent operations, they have avoided 
-lashes with Thai military forces. But they continue to secretely assault 

Thais who do not cooperate in paying protection money, to collect illegal 

taxes, to gather food and supplies, to rob people and to train their forces 

inside Thailand. In addition, they have coordinated activities with the CPT, 

which has made it necessary for the Thai government to have to carry on suppression 


However, the Malaysian communist guerrillas are experts in guerrilla warfare. 

They can produce explosives, find equipment over a wide area and obtain information 
efficiently. They have great knowledge of the terrain near the southern border 

ana can easily infiltrate the people in the area. They are disciplined and 

patient, and they have high ideals concerning carrying on operations to reach 

their goals. They are able to use the border area to hide and to avoid encounters 
with the forces sent to eliminate them. They are able to maintain contact 

with the masses and with the front organizations that have been established 

in the area. They are trying to maintain their influence over the masses. 


ne Communist Terrorists, Expanding the United Front 


A document of Civilian-Police-Military Unit 43 that evaluates the conflict 

between the great powers in the Middle East and in Indonesia states that these 
nflicts have resulted in the communist terrorists experiencing a lack of 
ipport and help from abroad. This is because these events have turned the 

attention of the Soviet Union, China and the United States to carrying out 

cts that will solve the problems for their satellites and benefit them. 


However, the CPT has quickly expanded the united front outside the guerrilla 
ne ind coordinated mass activities in the cities more broadly. At present, 
they are achieving results even though it looks as if the defense and suppression 
eratior of the government officials are now achieving good results. But 
their political activities, which had deteriorated for a long time, have been 


restored sufficiently through political struggles. 


As for the military operations, the communist terrorists are capable of taking 
the initiative in their areas of influence where the masses provide support 
and tive nits of the state are weak and isolated and disliked by the local 
for those areas where government officials carry on operations, 
mmunist terrorists try to avoid [these areas], they look for new areas 
that are afe and then gather their forces to carry out operations when the 


rt mirtv rises. 





If the communist terrorists are to carry out further operations, they must 
improve activities between the jungle and cities so that there is greater 
efficiency. There should be broad propaganda activities carried on through 
the mass media and so on in order to compensate for the closing of the Voice 
of the People of Thailand radio. There should be more activity in building 
a united front by using the national factors in opposing Vietnam's occupation 
of Laos anc Kampuchea and its invasion of Thailand. They will have to quickly 
build temporary hases to form a secure and permanent position, especially 
in those difficult areas where government officials cannot go. They must expand 
the existing production bases in order to have greater quantities. Military 
operations will have to be reduced in those areas where government military 
units are Operating, except in order to retaliate or to protect a secure base. 
But strong military operations should be mounted in those areas where the 
tate’s units are weak or that are clear of government forces. 


The Malaysian Communist Guerrillas, a Critical Situation 


The CPT is closely following the movements of China in [its effort] to play 

a role in Sotheast Asia. If China can occupy and become a big force in this 

region, it .S expected that relations between China and the Malaysian communist 
yuerrillas will increase. The effect of this will be to increase the severity 

of the political and military operations in order to carry out the policy 

and reach the goals as quickly as possible. As for the splits among the Malaysian 
ommunist guerrillas and the CPT, by having relations with the Malaysian communist 
yuerrillas, China will be the one to heal these splits. 


Tne Malaysian communist guerrillas have split into three groups. There is 

the old Malaysian communist guerrilla group. The 8th Regiment split away and 

is no longer subordinate to the Office of the Secretary-General. It has changec 
its name to the “Malaysian Communist Revolutionary Council.” Also, an element 


f the l2th Regiment split away and established a new faction called the “Marxist- 
Leninist Communist Party.” 


for what the Malaysian communist guerrillas should do now, it is necessary 
that they build up a united front in the localities so that they can receive 


ipporet oncerning food and supplies and obtain information concerning ther 
movements of government officials. The forces of the Malaysian communist guerrilias 
“ill have to use every means possible to constantly oppose the suppression 
perations carried on jointly by Thailand and Malaysia. They must restore 
political activities and carry Out violent military operations in orger to 


regain [people's] trust. They must increase measures to protect their secure 
ases by laying mines around their bases as a means of defense. 


The financial position of the Malaysian communist guerrillas is not secure 
because they lack foreign support. They will try to solve this problem by 
lecting more taxes, or protection money, in their areas of influence. The 
Malaysian communist guerrillas and the communist terrorists that have zones 
ated near each other will have relations with each other, and they will 
sometimes coordinate operations in the form of helping and cooperating with 
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each other. The operations area of the Malaysian communist guerrillas will 
lecrease im size since the communist terrorists in the Songkhla Zone are expanding 
their operations. However, their internal conflicts and the closer diplomatic 
relations between Thailand and Malaysia have placed the Malaysian communist 
terrorists in a critical situation. 


The andit Terrorists, Increased Sabotage 
The bandit terrorists are stepping up their propaganda activities concerning 


the differences between the Thai Buddhists and the Thai Moslems. They are 
joing this by carrying on activities both within the country and abroad. The 
Thai government is being attacked for opyvressing, maltreating and curtailing 
ights of the Mosiems in the south. This is a problem that many countries 
: up in order to solve it. For example, Thailand and Malaysia have 

agreec to solve the border problem by staking out the border. However, most 

f the bandit terrorist ieaders are ambitious and they have received support 
and guidance from Malaysian politicians who have lost political power. They 
will ave to continue their terrorist activities.

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An important factor that helps the bandit terrorists is that there are many 
entry and exit routes along the Thai-Malaysian border. These are found along 


the entire length of the Ko Lok River and it is beyond the strength of the 
jovernment to guard this area constantly. In addition, Malaysia has giver 


Thai Moslems permission to make Malaysian identity cards. This makes it easier 
for the members of the bandit terrorist groups to flee or to return, recuperate 
ana make plans in Malaysia, particularly in Kelantan State where they receive

If t 
happens, the CPT in these two regions would certainly become strong again. 


"The reason that such a policy can be implemented is that more conservatives 
in the CPT have admitted their past mistakes and the trend is for them to 


play a lesser role. This has given the new ideologists a chance to play a 
jreater role in leading the party. In some areas, such as in the southern 


northeast, conservatives have had to accept the leadership of the new group,” 
said a person who has followed the movements of the CPT to PATINYA. 


n the diplomatic front, besides the fact that the CPT will open new zones 
and try to reduce the conflict with the Soviet Union, the CPT has implemented 
a diplomatic policy by sending people to make contact and hold discussions 
with the government, using itsS preparations for war with Vietnam as an excuse. 
This can be seen from the fact that when high-ranking party members such as 
Mr Damri Ruongsutham are captured, they take a diplomatic position in order 
to hold discussions. If the negotiations succeeded, the result would be that 
the government would curtail its suppression operations and this would give 
"PT a chance to “gather forces” again. Or if the government did not accept 
the conditions in the negotiations, the CPT could use this as a tool to attack 
the government for suppressing the CPT, which is, [it claims], helping the 
ition Oppose Vietnam. This is considered to be another political offensive. 


: 


As for urban terrorism, the group with power in the cities must think carefully 
ut using force in the cities. It must sort out things and have correct 
intelligence before taking action when there is confusion or when some act 
ibotage is committed. Because if the state makes a mistake, this may easily 
result in creating a “kill the snake for the crow to eat™ situation or it

Text] Nan--The Third Army Region concluded a triumphant battle against 
the communist insurgents at Doi Pha Chi in Ban Luang District yesterday 
with a seizure of a hydropower generating plant which supplied electricity 
to a Clandestine radio transmission station believed capable of launching 
an airwave propaganda war covering the whole northern region of Thailand.

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SRV PLANES DROP ‘YELLOWISH SUBSTANCE’

[Text] Trat--Vietnamese aircraft have dropped a yellowish substance on 
suspected guerrilla strongholds in the jungle opposite Bo Rai, district of 
this province, according to field Thai military sources and Thai vi'lagers. 


The sources and villagers who ventured into Pailin Province to dig for gems 
said they had seen several Khmer Rouge guerrilla and their Mitnaree militia 
women disabled for days after the yellowish substance was dropped by a plane 
believed to be Vietnamese. 


They said the victims would suffer pain in the stomach and would become 
so weak that they had to be confined to bed. They claimed that a plane 
usually came before dawn, and later in the day a yellowish substance would 
be found resting on tree leaves and branches, on earth and on rooftops. 


However, they said they had not seen anyone die from contact with the 
substance. 


Military officials here expressed concern that as the rainy season is 
approaching, the substance might be carried downstream to the Thai side 
and Thai villagers who have to rely on the streams as a source of water 
might be harmed by the substance, which is yet to be identified. 


Specimens have been sent to military laboratories for examination. 

Spokesman of the Supreme Command, Lt-Gen Som Katthaphan, said last night 
that he was awaiting reports of laboratory tests of the so-called "yellow 
rain" from the medical science department, the army, navy and the air force. 
He said about 2 weeks ago, the Khmer Rouge had claimed that about 100 of 


its men were killed by the "yellow rain.” But no details of the claim 
were available.

ENERGY, DEFICITS TO PLAGUE ECONOMY IN 1982 
Bangkok PATINYA in Thai 22 Feb 82 pp 17-23 
[Article: “The Thai Economy In 1982: How Can the Problems Be Solved?"] 


[Text] Government Finances: If It Had Been Private Business, It Would Have 
Already Gone Bankrupt 


During the past 2-3 years, the government has experienced serious financial 
problems because it has constantly had a deficit budget policy at a time 
when it is not able to earn an income by collecting taxes efficiently. This 
has resulted in its collecting less taxes than targeted every year. This 
can be seen using 1981 as an example. The government's total expenditures 
were 130.1 billion baht but its income was only 110.4 billion baht. Thus, 

in 1981, there was a defic’t of 19.7 billion baht. In fiscal year 1982, the 
government has made a buaget that calls for expenditures of 161 billion baht 
and receipts of 140 billion baht. This will lead to a budget deficit of 21 
billion baht. And because this year's economy is recovering from the recession 
Slowly, it is expected that the government's income will fall short of the 
target just as it did last year when receipts were approximately 10 billion 
baht below the targeted amount. Thus, it can be said that, this year, there 
will be severe financial problems if the government cannot collect all the 
taxes and keep expenditures from exceeding the planned budget. 


Concerning this, Thailand's public debt is increasing quickly because the 
government has a deficit budget and has greatly increased investments in national 
development projects. It has thus had to borrow money from both domestic and 
foreign sources in order to finance these projects. At the end of fiscal year 
1980, Thailand's public debt was approximately 86 billion baht and at the 

end of fiscal year 1°#1 the public debt rose to almost 100 million baht. This 
is because the state enterprises greatly increased investments. For example, 
the Provincial Electricity Authority and the Metropolitan Electricity Authority 
increased investments to a total of approximately 15 biliion baht. As for 
public investments this year, it is expected that they will increase at a 

lower rate. However, concerning the public debt at the end of fiscal year 

1982, it is expected that the debt will climb to 137 billion baht. 
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Even though the 1982 budget deficit of 21 biilion baht does not seemtoo great 

when compared with the country's rate of development and with inflation, if 

the government continues to permit a budget deficit and cannot keep expenditures 
within the limits set, inflation will follow. This would not be good for the 
country's economy because if inflation continually becomes worse, this will 

cause trouble for the people and lead to a lack of confidence in the baht. 

This will, in the end, lead to other serious economic, social and political 
problems. Thus, the state should no longer have a budget deficit. Even though 

the government must have a budget d©€ficit at the beginning of national development, 
the target should be to have a budget surplus or only a very small deficit. 

The government will be able to hit this target by trying to control the various 
budgetary expenditures, not allowing expenses to increase and spending money 

only for projects that are really necessary. And things must be controlled 

and watched to ensure that the money is spent in the most efficient way possible 
or that this fully ! enefits national development and results in the people 

having higher incomes and a better standard of living. The government can 

adjust the tax structure so that it is more suitable, such as by collecting 

taxes directly. At the same time, efficiency in collecting taxes must be increased 
in order to prevent tax evasion and plug the various loopholes. [If this is 

done], the government will be able to obtain greater receipts. 


It is the same for the public debt. The government must use the loans only 

for those projects that will benefit the country's economy, projects that 

will, for example, increase production in general and increase the income 

of the people. Because the government must have money with which to repay 

the principal and the interest in accord with the time limits and conditions 
agreed on with the lenders, to obtain money the government will have to collect 
taxes from the people, which will result in the people having less money 

to spend. Besides this, repaying foreign loans results in a loss of foreign 
currency and the country's balance of payments will be affected. Thus, if 

the government uses the money it borrowed for projects that do not help increase 
production or help increase the income of the people of if the profits do 

not cover the amount invested, the public debt will create a burden for the 
people since the people, particularly future generations, will have to bear 

the burden of paying higher taxes while their incomes donot increase. Thus, 

the government must hand) he public debt in the most efficient way possible. 





Investments and Employment: Great Troubles 


During the past 1 to 2 years, private sector investments fave been depressed 
because of the world economic recession. Interest rates on loans have increased 
greatly and this has caused production to rise too. There are still many labor 
problems and the domestic investment atmosphere is not very good. One of the 
reasons for this is the tense political situation. There are problems along 

the borders. The government is not very stable and its policies are not definite. 
This has resulted in private-sector investments, especially foreign investments, 
increasing less than they should. And it can be said that virtually no investments 
have been made in new projects. Besides this, many types of private businesses 

or industries have experienced the problem or high production costs at a time 
when they cannot sell their goods. [Many] have suffered such great losses 
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that they have had to cease operations. This can be seen from the figures 

on businesses filing to cease operations. In 1980, there were 831 cases, almost 
double the number in 1977. And during the first 7 months of 1981, 500 businesses 
filed to cease operations, which is an increase of more than 10 percent as 
compared with the same period the previous year. 


Some companies have solved their problems by laying off workers in order to 
reduce production costs. For example, the Thai Cement Company Ltd and tie 

Thai Nam Thip Company Ltd have each laid off approximately 200 people by letting 
them retire ahead of time. That is, workers over age 55 have been required 

to submit their resignations and the company has paid them compensation. Based 
on the figures for the period October 1980 to March 1981, 12,000 people were 
laid off. 


It is expected that these problems will continue to exist in 1982. Thus, the 
government must quickly find a way to solve the problems. Otherwise, the country's 
economy may come to a sudden halt or the rate of growth may be lower than 

that stipulated. Speaking frankly, the government must create a good investment 
atmosphere, enable the investors to see their future and generate a desire 

to invest in new projects or expand existing activities. Unemployment will 

decline too. 


The Energy Problem Will Probably Continue to Exist 


Thailand is a country that has continually experienced an energy problem because 
of the low level of its energy technology and becasue of its inability to 

be self-sufficient in energy. The most important form of energy that is used 
in production is fuel oil. Thailand must import almost all [of the oil needed] 
in the form of crude and refined oil. It is not necessary to discuss in any 
detail the importance of oil for the country's economic system. The oil crisis 
that arose in 1973 and that has continued to the present is clear proof of 
this. Thus, only certain problems will be discussed, that is, we will discuss 
the problems concerning the oil price structure in the country. This has not 
been allowed to follow market mechanisms. Instead, the government has played 

a role in stipulating prices since the government feels that if domestic oil 
prices are allowed to change in accord with market mechanisms, 01il prices 

will increase continually and this will have an effect on the people's cost 

of living. Thus, the government has tried to hold down oil prices at a time 
when production costs have increased continually. The government established 
an oil fund and used the money in the fund to keep certain types of oil such 
as diesel oil, kerosene and heating oil from increasing in price. The result 
has been that the oil fund has gone farther and farther into the red. Because 
the people have turned to using cheaper types of fuel, particularly diesel 
oil, since demand has risen while production has remained the same, the government 
has had to import more in order to prevent shortages and this means that the 
government has had to pay increased amounts to compensate. This can be seen 
from the figures on the oil fund. In October 1981, the deficit was 2.6 billion 
baht. The government tried to solve the problem by announcing that the price

of special benzene would increase from 11.90 baht per liter to 13.45 baht 

per liter on 2 December last year. This allowed the government to pump an 
additional 71.32 million baht a month into the oil fund. This was at a time 
when the oil fund had to spend 200 million baht a month to hold down the price 
of other types of oil. 


Concerning such an unnatural oil price structure, besides creating a burden 
for the government since the government will continually have to pour large 
sums of money into the oil fund, the people will become accustomed to using 
oil in an extravagant way since they believe that some types of oil are still 
cheap. The government's oil conservation measures will not achieve the results 
they should and this will have a serious effect on the country's balance of 
trade and balance of payments since the value of oil imports accounts for 

30 percent of the value of all imports. 


If the government hopes to rely only on the domestic natural gas, it will 

not be able to solve the problem because the natural gas that is used in place 
of oil will help save only about 10 billion baht a year in foreign currency 
and the natural gas is not free either. The government must pay rather high 
fees to the companies that have the concession. Besides this, from an analysis 
of future oil shortage trends, it has been learned that even if it is possible 
to put the natural gas that has been discovered to good use in place of certain 
types of oil, as compared with the rate of increase in demand for various 
types of oil, which since 1980 has increased at a rate of approximately 8-12 
percent a year, Thailand will continue to experience an oil shortage, with 

the exception of heating oil, which will be produced in quantities exceeding 
demand starting in 1983. 


Thus, the government must continually make plans to solve the energy problems 
by using proper and careful measures since it must be admitted that solving 





the energy problem will have a direct effect on the economic, social and political 


Situation. For example, adjusting the domestic oil price structure so that 

it is in line with market mechanisms in order to solve the deficit oil fund 
problem and the balance of trade and balance of payments problems will cause 
the price of all types of oil to increase. Production costs and price and 
service levels will increase and so the people's cost of living will increase 
too. If the people's income does not increase or if it increases at a lower 
rate than the cost of living, political problems will arise. That is, the 
stability of the government will be affected, just as during the administration 
of General Kriangsak Chamanan, who had to resign because the government's 

011 price adjustments were not acceptable to the people in general. 


As for what will help the government make plans to solve the energy problems 
correccly and efficiently, the government must form a new organization that 
will be concerned only with energy matters. It will be responsible for 

setting policies and making administrative plans for everything from procuring, 





producing and using energy, stipulating prices and taxes for each type, stipulating 


reserves and the development of ali types of energy and setting targets and 
measures for conserving evergy in the various economic sectors to increasing

efficiency in the use of energy, allocating suitable types of energy that 

are worthwhile economically and so on. The reason for this is that, today, 
there are many government sectors that are responsible for matters concerning 
energy. They are dispersed and are under the control of the various ministries, 
jovernment sectors and state enterprises such as the National Energy Administration, 
the Petroleum Authority of Thailand, the Ministry of Science, Technology and 
Energy, the Ministry of Industry, the Ministry of Defense, the Ministry of 
Commerce, the Ministry of Finance, the Ministry of Interior and the Office 

of the Prime Minister. All of these sectors carry out the tasks in their sphere 
of responsibility by relying on the interest and understanding of the admin- 
istrators in each sector. But some people do not have any knowledge concerning 
the tasks that they are responsible for. 


Besides this, because the sectors are dispersed, there is less efficiency 

in carrying out the tasks aimed at hitting the energy targets or reaching 

the energy goals of the government. This is because there is a lack of coordination 
and there is a duplication of effort in certain activities. At the same time, 
some tasks are ignored, especially those tasks, such as energy conservation, 
that do not, in the short term, benefit or make merit for those who carry 

out the tasks. There is a lack of good planning and frequently things are 

not carried out in accord with the plans. This is because there is no one 

to stipulate master plans for the various sectors. The heads of thes? sectors 
are the ones who make the plans. When these people are transferrerd, changes 

are made or evaluating the results of the work in accord with the plans is 
ignored. And the most important thing is that because there are many sectors 
engaged in carrying out energy tasks, no one is really responsible. If a mistake 
is made, the blame is frequently shifted to another sector. For these reasons, 
the government's energy policies and plans have failed more than they have 
succeeded. 


The 1982 Thai Economy: How Can the Problems Be Solved? 


Based on the problems that are expected to arise this year and the ways to 

solve them as proposed by PATINYA, it can be seen that the governmert must 

be sincere and really work for the benefit of the nation. This means that 

the government must be composed of people who have ideals and who are honest, 
knowledgeable and capable. The government must also have adequate stability, 

time and power if it is to be able to solve both the short-term and the long- 
term economic problems. In the editorial in issue 149 (18 January 1982), PATINYA 
stated that the way out of this problem is to establish a really democratic 
political system. Parliament and the political parties must revise the constitution 
so that the people are given the opportunity to choose good and highly capable 
people to form a government. At the same time, there must be fewer political 
parties They must play a great role in controlling the politicians so that 

they stay within the framework of the party's ideals and they must be able 

to control the actions of the government in accord with the principle of allowing 
the people to have greater freedom in joining together in order to show their 
support for or opposition to the government's administration of the country 

in accord with the democratic system. These things will [create] a proper 
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halance of power between the government, the political parties and the people 

so that the people will be bold enough to give more power to the government 

in administering the country without having to worry that the government will 

use this power to excess. If we revise the constitution in this way, the government 
will be stable, it will be highly capable of solving the problems, it will 

have time to select knowledgeable and capable people and it will have enough 

time to solve the economic problems as discussed above. When the political 

and economic problems have been solved, the social problems will at last disappear.
